To Be Complete Revision. 


The new amendment will be a. 
complete revision, designed espe-| ° 


cially ta conform to President 
Roosevelt’s wishes that the Mis- 
sourt Valley projects in the flood 
control bill should be developed 
and administered by a single uni- 
fied agency of the type of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 

The new draft will consider 
especially the irrigation problems 
of the upper Missouri Valley 
states. 

In deciding to offer the 
amendment, Senator Murray con- 
sidered the possibility of a veto 
of the billion-dollar flood control 
bill if it is passed without provi- 
sions for an MVA. 

The President’s latest support 


for an MVA was given in a letter | 


read to the Senate yesterday, in 
which he also approved the Mis- 
souri Valley plans of both the 
Army Engineers and the Bureau 
of Reclamation as modified by a 
joint agreement signed by repre- 
sentatives of the two agencies at 
Omaha, Neb., last Oct. 17. 

The President's View. 

It was the FPresident’s view 
that: 

First, the plans of the Army 
Engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau, as modified, should “be 
authorized as a basic engineer- 
ing plan.” 

Second, this basic plan should 
be developed and administered 
by a Missouri Valley Authority.

At that time there was 
under consideration by the 
Congress two reports, the one 
presented by the Corps of En- 
gineers, the other by the Bu- 
reau of Reclamation, which, 
while presenting comprehensive 
plans for the development of 
the Missouri River, were in 
conflict in many details. - The 
two bureaus have reconciled the 
technical differences in these 
two reports and have prepared 
a joint recommendation which, 
in conjunction with the two 
reports, constitutes a basic plan 
for the development and con- 
trols of the waters of the Mis- 
souri River.

$2,141,500 Additional for 
Area Recommended to 
Congress in_ 5-to-10- 
Year Program.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Ex- 
penditure of $6,557,000 for airport 
construction and improvement of 
present facilities in St. Louis was 
recommended to Congress today 
by the Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration as part of a $1,250,000,000 
five to 10-year plan. 

The CAA proposed that the 
cost be shared by the Federal 
Government and non-federal pub- 
lic agencies, including state and 
municipalities and other public 
bodies. 

In addition to the expenditure 
recommended for St. Louis. the 
CAA proposed construction or im- 
provement of facilities in the m 
ropolitan area at a cost of $2,14 


These include the following: 
Missouri—St. Charles, $116,500, and 
Valley Par*, $42,000. Illinois—East 
St. Louis, $1,170,000; Belleville and 
Alton, $305,000 each; Edwardsville 
and Jerseyville, $64,000 each, and 
Collinsville, Granite City and Wa- 
terloo, $25,000 each. 

A total expenditure of $18,923,- 
000 was proposed for Missouri and 
$40,076,000 for Illinois. Other Mis- 
souri communities where large ex- 
penditures were recommended in- 
clude: Kansas City, $104,000; Cape 
Girardeau, $651,000; Jefferson City, 
$675,000; Columbia, $629,000, and 
Nevada, $530,500. 

In its proposat to Congress, the 
CAA intimated there will be 
400,000 civilian aircraft in this 
country within 10 years after war 
ends, compared with about 25,000 
at present. 

It proposed building 3050 new 
airports in the United States and 
improving 1625 existing fields at 
an estimated cost of $1,021,567,945 
for clearing, grading, paving, 
lighting and radio facilities.

“It is a desperate situation with 
which the Army is faced,” the 
Army public relations section re- 
ported today. “The current short- 
age of band instruments is so 
acute that the poor bugler may 
have to begin waking everyone 
_by the push-and-shove method in- 
‘stead of by blowing reveille. 

“Band instruments are _ essen- 
tial for the war. Some are ship- 
wrecked. Horns are destroyed in 
‘battle, tubas and trumpets get 
,a@bot up.” 


New instruments have not been 
made since the war began and 
now, said the Army, “even the 
used instruments have failed to 
show up.”

LONDON, Nov. 29 (AP). A 
message signed Adolf Hitler was 
broadcast by Berlin today, the 
first direct word attributed to the 
long-silent Fuehrer since Heinrich 
Himmler read a proclamation for 
him at the swearing in of the 
Volkssturm at Munich Nov, 12. 
Today's message, replying to a 
telegram from Dr. Robert Ley on 
the anniversary of the “Strength 
Through Joy” organization, 
thanked German labor for “great 
accomplishments” during difficult 
conditions and asserted that 
“when this fateful struggle has

B-29 NIGHT ATTACK 
ON TOKYO REPORTED 
BY JAPANESE RADIO 


Broadcast Says ‘Minor For- 
mation’ Ttarted Fires 
in Capital. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 29 
(AP).—Tokyo radio said today 
that “a minor formation of B-29s 
attempted their first night attack” 
today on the Japanese capital, 
starting fires at two places. 

The fires were immediately 
brought under sontrol,“said the 
broadcast recorded by the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, 
and there was “practically no 
damage.” 

The Superfortresses dropped in- 
cendiaries and flare bombs, but 
were“ repulsed by our effective 
interception,” Tokyo declared.

The American assault followed 
attacks early today by British 
bombers on German rail lines at 
Essen and Neuss, in the Ruhr. 
The Royal Air Force bombardiers 
aimed their loads of explosives on 
pathfinder flares dropped through 
layers of clouds. 

Huge fires were kindled in 
Essen by the British attack. The 
raid on Neuss, in the Dusseldorf 
area, was the second in 24 hours, 

A large force of British Mos- 
quito bombers rocked Nurnberg, 
in southwestern Germany, with 
two-ton blockbusters earlier in 
the night. The Air Ministry said 
three bombers failed to return 
from the two operations. 

Since Nov, 1, the United States 
Eighth Air Force has sent its 
heavy bombers on 11,600 sorties 
and has hit the Reich with 34,300 
tons of explosives. 

Out of 17 operations—more than 
the combined total for November 
1942 and 1943—11 were aimed at 
Germany's main oil refineries, 
carrying into its seventh month 
the campaign to drain the life- 
blood from the enemy's War Mma- 
chine.

Both Make Statements. 

Both officials yesterday submit- 
ted staternents to the committee 
on their position. ‘The committee 
had requested the statements. 

Biddle is reported to have de- 
nied his request for the resigna- 
tion resulted from testimony Lit- 
tell gave the committee when §sit 
investigated the surplus property 
and other war questions. 

Biddle said Littell’s work in the 
Lands Division was commendable, 
but he (Biddle) lacked personal 
confidence in his assistant.

Compromise Bill Approved. 

Specifically, Congress was asked 
to adopt a plan for the multiple- 
purpose development of the Mis- 
souri River Basin; enact the pend- | 
ing flood control bill as amended 
to include the compromise plan. 
worked out by the Army Engi-. 
neers and the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, and pass the pending rivers 
and harbors bill. All flood control 
and navigation work should be 
handled by the Army Engineers, 
the association added. 

Congress was asked to approve 
a nine-foot navigable channel from 
the mouth of the Missouri to 
Pierre, 8S. D., and early construc- 
tion of flood control works to pro- 
tect such population centers as 
the Kansas Cities; Omaha and 
Sioux City was advocated. 

Damaged levees along the Mis- 
sissippi bordering Missouri and 
Illinois should be reconstructed 
and raised to a satisfactory height 
at the earliest practicable date, 
and measures should be taken for 
protection of the Cape Girardeau 
area, the association said.

FORTIFIED LINES 
DEPEND ON MEN

W :. hear a great deal—have 
heard, all through this war— 
about lines of fortifications: 

The Maginot line, the Stalin line, 

the Siegfried line, and so on. No 

question -is more often asked than 
something of this type: “Does the 

Siegfried line go all the way north 

to the Dutch frontier?”—"Have 

we broken through the Siegfried 
line at Aactien?” 

What really matters isn’t the 
Siegfried line at all. What mat- 
ters is the men available to de- 
fend it, or to defend any other 
position which the Germans may 
occupy to bar the path of our in- 
vading armies. When the _ Ger- 
mans no longer have men enough 
to do that they have lost the war 
In the west regardless of lines, of 
rivers, of mountains or mud or 
anything else. 

To illustrate this, let us look 
back on recent experience. That 
experience does not suggest that 
fortresses are of very great im- 
portance as such unless stoutly 
defended by an adequate number 
of men, 


Belfort and Metz. 


Belfort, for example, is one of 
the most formidable fortresses in 
Europe. It held out all through 
the war of 1870-71, and at the close 
of the war its garrison marched 
out with colors displayed and field 
music playing, surrendering at the 
order of the French Government 
and not to German arms. But in 
1944 Belfort was overrun and tak- 
en within a few days by the 
French First Army, obviously be- 
cause the Germans did not have 
men enough to hold it. 


Fort Driant, one of the forts of 
Metz, resianted every effort to cap 
ture it ams long as the Germans 
were willing to give it sufficient 
men; but the whole fortress of 
Metz was rapidly reduced when 
the Germans found it necessary to 
withdraw their first-line troops 
from the city for fear of having 
them surrounded in it. 

Antwerp, Liege and Namur, the 
great fortress cities of Belgium, 
were not defended by the Ger- 
mans and were easily captured. 
But Brest and other port positions 
in France put up a stout defense 
because the Germans put enough 
men into them to make such a 
defense. 

Now we have seen another ex- 
ample. St. Avold was one'of the 
principal defensive centers of the 
Maginot line. It was surrounded 
by a ring of forts, and could have 
made, with a sufficient garrison, a 
long and desperate defense... But 
after a certain amount of fight- 
ing outside the town, the Ger- 
mans gave it up and withdrew. 
Other Maginot line forts have 
been taken in like manner.

The Way to MVA Unity 


President Roosevelt showed the way to unity 
to all the disputing elements in the Missouri 
Valley yesterday. 

In his message to the Senate, the President 
explained succinctly the adequacies and inade- 
quacies of the Army Engineers-Reclamation Bu- 
reau joint plan. From the welter of debate, his 
is really the only way out. 

The President calls for creation of a Missouri 
Valley Authority and simultaneous authorization 
of the recommendations of the Army Engineers 
and the Reclamation Bureau as the basic plan. 

Inferentially, the President’s message straight- 
ens out the misunderstandings of those who 
have contended’ that creation of an MVA would 
scrap the work that has been done by the Army 
Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau. 

Mr. Roosevelt made it crystal clear that the 
benefits of this work will be conserved and built 
upon. What these two agencies have done so 
far “represents,” he said, “a beginning in the 
solution of the problems of the Missouri Valley.” 

“But,” he counseled, “it is only a beginning, 
for other important matters not within the scope 
of this joint report bear very materially upon 
the entire region.” 

Though he did not mention them, the Presi- 
dent perhaps had in mind soil conservation, for- 
estation, utilization of natural resources, en- 
hancement of the value of agricultural products 


‘by industrial: processes and the many other in- 


terrelated components of a program such as TVA 
is carrying out in the Tennessee Valley and such 
as MVA should carry out in the Missouri Valley. 

The first inadequacy of the Army Engineers- 
Reclamation Bureau operation, then, is in scope, 
The second inadequacy is in practicability of 
operation. 

The operation of a system of dams and res- 
ervoirs throughout the long and wide Missouri 
Valley will require prompt decisions and expedi- 
tious action. It cannot wait while two bureaus 
with divided authority argue what to do, while 
officials in far-off Washington try to make deci- 
sions that can be best made only on the spot and 
at the time of action. 

In the President’s own words: 

As a practical matter, most of these (im- 
portant matters) cannot be dealt with by 
conference and agreement among the 10 
states directly involved working with sepa- 
rate Federal agencies, for the delay in get- 
ting action would be too great... . A sin- 
gle authority, such as the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, would provide adequate mechan- 
a 
The third inadequacy which President Roose- 

velt’s proposal makes adequate is one of legis- 
lation. Various proponents of the Army Engi- 
neers-Reclamation Bureau operation—who are 
also opponents of the MVA bill—have suggested 
that the flood control bill should be enacted this 
year, with the possibility that the MVA bill 
would be enacted next year to provide an over- 
all administrative agency. 

Even the worst enemies of MVA have recog- 
nized the obvious need for a single administra- 
tive agency, but what form it should take they 
have been unable to say. They were sure only 
that it should not be MVA. 

Their suggestions that MVA Objections should 
be drawn aside and the flood control bill should 
be allowed to pass, with the fight for MVA to 
be postponed to next year, have smacked, there- 
fore, of political chicanery. Their general idea 
has seemed to be to lull MVA’s proponents into 
inactivity with fair words and to leave them 
holding an empty bag at the close of the present 
session of Congress. 

President Roosevelt’s message shows the hon- 
est solution to this legislative problem. 

If the advocates of the flood control bill who 
have been saying that it would pave the way for 
MVA have been honest in what they said, they 
can offer no objection to simultaneous authori- 
zation of the engineering measures and MVA. 

The Missouri Valley will hardly hear more 
important words than those which the President 
communicated to the Senate yesterday. Upon 
Congress’ response to the wise program which 
he has placed before it will depend whether the 
future of the Missouri Valley for many years to 
come will be an age of frustration or an age of 
shining opportunity. 
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Beef for Britain 


Britain’s dependence on the outside world is 
illustrated again by the recent announcement 
that she has reached an agreement with the 
Commonwealth of Australia to buy all the lat- 
ter’s exportable beef, mutton, lamb, butter and 
cheese for the next four years. Col. J. C. 
Llewellin, the British Minister of Foods, said 
that this is a part of the Government’s policy 
of “safeguarding food supplies for the United 
Kingdom during the next few years.” 

The program is designed to safeguard British 
pocketbooks as well as larders, because it will 
prevent rises in prices in the period of food 
scarcity expected after the war, at the same 
time that it guarantees a market to Australian 
producers. The British remember all too well 
the ®udden rise in the prices of American wheat 
and Argentine meat in 1919, and have taken 
time by the forelock to keep this particular 
history from repeating itself. 
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The famous old communique, “We have met

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Fighters Still Need Gasoline 


If anybody is still wondering why gasoline 
rationing must continue, Secretary Ickes has 
given the answer. Military needs for gasoline 
have risen 433 per cent since 1941, he says; 
hence civilian gupplies have been cut to 36 per 
cent of the pre-war level. 

Airplanes consume literally oceans of gasoline 
—1,800,000 gallons are required to take 1000 
four-motor bombers on a six-hour mission—but 
they are far from the only wartime users of fuel. 
There are also millions of ground vehicles, such 
as tanks, trucks, self-propelled artillery, jeeps. 
There are the invaluable bulldozers, used both 
in building and in fighting. There are the 
gasoline engines which furnish power for most 
field hospitals, radio and telephone stations, 
pipe lines, refrigeration equipment and at many 
airports. Gasoline stoves are used for cooking, 
heating water, warming tents and huts. A motor- 
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ized division eats up a gallon of gasoline for 
every 21 feet it travels, more than 250 gallons 
to a mile. It is estimated that 50 gallons of 
various petroleum products are required monthly 
for each man in uniform, 

These are just a few of the many facts and 
figures that explain why the home front must 
continue to go on short gasoline rations. Each 
citizen can answer for himself the question, 
Is an extra gallon more useful in my car’s tank 
or at the front? , 
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Britain’s War Sacrifices 

“Britain will fight to the last American” (or 
Frenchman or Russian or Pole), the Nazi radio 
continually says, and the same idea has some- 
times essed, in different words per- 
haps, by~-tr f England in this country. 

Now that/the Byitish Government has issued 
a White Paper listing its sacrifices in lives, in 
property and ealth for the five years of 
war, the canard should be silenced forthwith. 

British military casualties total 563,112, with 
176,081 killed. Civilian lives lost number 57,298. 
In addition, 29,629 merchant seamen have been 
killed. One-third of all British males between 
14 and 64 are in the armed forces. Britain has 
lost 11,500,000 gross tons of merchant ships, two- 
thirds of its tonnage in 1939, Its war spending 
has totaled billions, and has meant the sale of 
assets totaling more than four billion dollars. 
“What was the treasure of our grandfathers has 
gone,” says Brendan Bracken, Minister of Infor- 
mation, “‘and it has been well and gladly sacri- 
ficed.” ; 

Among the Allies, Britain is a relatively small 
power, in population and in wealth. The losses 
of those countries that have been invaded and 
occupied have been proportionally greater, but 
the British have fully borne their share of the 
heat and burden of the war. 

Britain will emerge from the war weakened in 
man power, impoverished and physically dam- 
aged, but with its allies’ applause for duty well 
done.

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America’s Shipping Future 

The picture of America’s future as a maritime 
power which Adm. Emory S. Land painted to a 
St. Louis audience this week is an attractive 
one, particularly in that it could provide five 
million postwar jobs when operating at ‘normal 
capacity.” 

Unquestionably the Admiral, who has headed 
the United States Maritime Commission since 
1938, knows the score and is in the best of posi- 
tions to show what we can do—if we will. 

The way we have built ships since 1940 is 
one of the most outstanding contributions Amer- 
ica has made to the winning of the war. With- 
out the bridge of ships to Britain, her survival 
would have been most doubtful; without the 
far longer bridges to Russia, the Red Army would 
have had a much bloodier struggle in rolling 
the Wehrmacht back to its own borders. 

The dividend of our ships for the common 
cause is a merchant fleet which currently con- 
sists of some 2500 Liberties, over 400 C-types, 
500 seagoing and coastal tankers and a hundred 
Victory ships—an aggregate deadweight capaci- 
ty of 50 million tons. 

While we cannot use all of this pool of cargo 
earriers—such allies as Britain, Holland, Norway, 
France,etc., are justly entitled to buy from our 
stock, to replace their war losses—Adm. Land 
believes we can find use for perhaps 20 million 
tons of our merchant fleet after the war. 

This is a practicable prospect, not only be- 
cause of the ships themselves, but also because 
of our immensely expanded world shipping 
know-how. The Maritime Commission has 
trained tens of thousands of sailors and thou- 


' sands of ships’ officers, who have learned the 


traffic lanes of the world. 

Given the postWar prospect of maintaining 
heavy exports, and cultivating equally large im- 
port tonnages, we should be in a fair way to 
continue our wartime primacy in the carrying 
trade of the world. Smart Yankee seamanship 
can recover a prestige it had a century ago, 
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From the Rationed Firing Lines 

Gen. Eisenhower has called for more ammuni- 
tion; so have the President and other military 
and Government authorities. Their appeals for 
all-out production should carry weight, but what 
ought to be an even more effective way of im- 
pressing the need upon factory workers and man- 
agements is about to be undertaken, with the 
return of 27 enlisted men direct from the ra- 
tioned firing lines of the Western front. 

These artillerymen—privates and Corporals 
and Sergeants—know at first-hand the feeling 
of frustration and helplessness that comes when 
the big guns must cease firing because there 
aren’t enough shells. ‘‘We could fire twice the 
amount and do three times the damage,” says 
Edward TT. Bearden, frésh from France. 
Even on the Normandy beachhead, early in the 
invasion, “we couldn't fire for three days due 
to lack of ammunition.” 

In their tour of the country, these men, 
divided into five groups, will be speaking for 
the unwillingly idle GI's in the gun pits, straight 
to the workers and the factory officers who can 
supply them with the needed shells, and so help 
finish the war more speedily. Not all plants are 
operating up to their full capacity, an ordnance 
chief said yesterday. What could be more ef- 
fective in stimulating workers and management 
to do their utmost than the message these 27 
fighting men will convey to them?

Why We Need Increased Imports 


The Mirver 
of 
Public Opinion 


United States should avoid “favorable” balance of trade, and 
bring imports up to level of exports, publisher declares; to do so 
would raise our standard of living, but reverse would mean charity 
to the globe, together with the depletion of our domestic economy. 


George E. Martin in the Pacific Shipper 


The favorable balance of trade, so-called, 
must be abandoned by the United States. 
Really it is not favorable at all, but un- 
favorable; often it is merely the price a 
nation pays for being in debt to other, na- 
tions—the “service” on the debt, you might 
say, But, paradoxically, now that we are 
rich enough to afford the extravagance, we 
cannot and must not indulge it. It would 
put the rest of the world on our charity, 
not to mention the knots Into which it 
would tie our domestic economy, 


The United States is not, and for many 
years has not been, a debtor nation. To- 
day it is the greatest creditor nation in 
the world—the greatest creditor nation, 
absolutely if not relatively, in all the his- 
tory of the world. It is doubtful if the 
United States could have an export surplus 
over a long period if it wanted one, but 
even if it could, national and international 
disaster would He in achieving it. 


Would Enlarge Exports, Too 


Charity is all it would be, but since the 
nation never would think of going in per- 
manently for global charity, we would be 
deluding qurselves into thinking that it was 
something else, with evil consequences. 

This does not signify that exports must 
be reduced, On the contrary, export busi- 
ness should be sharply increased, toward 
the goal of a vastly enlarged foreign trade. 
The solution is to bring imports up to the 
level, a progressively higher level, of ex- 
ports. Thus the United States must con- 
sciously and deliberately encourage imports, 
much as it has consciously and deliberately 
encouraged exports in the past. Here we 
have the No. 1 priority, the No, 1 compul- 
sion, in the foreign trade field. 


We are not unfriendly to exports, and 
this is one reason why we now insist that 
the emphasis hereafter must be on imports. 
The paramount reason, of course, is that 
we are convinced that world economy as 
a whole cannot support a “favorable” bal- 
ance of our trade in the postwar era. 


Must Pay in Goods 


To put it in another and more concilia- 
tory light, we believe that the only effective 
method of furnishing a market for exports 
will be to foster imports, perhaps even to 
the length of a clearly “unfavorable” bal- 
unce of trade.

It is best to avoid thinking of postwar, 
trade in terms of money, but we will state 
the case in economic language:

will have little with which to buy our 
goods, and this little would be exhausted 
promptly unless constantly replenished. 
They may borrow dollars, but if they use 
them to buy our goods, they cannot repay 
the loans except by selling something to 
us; it alwaye comes back to that, 


Even with pump-priming, then, other na- 
tions cannot have a continuing fund with 
which to purchase our exports unless we 
buy fully as much from them. There is no 
escaping this, except by pyramiding unre- 
payable loans. 


Fit Imports Into Economy 


Times have changed, gradually at first 
but lately with startling abruptness, in one 
particular respect: the United States no 
longer owes money (i.e., real wealth) which 
it has to work out in exports, True, other 
nations now owe us, but the only way they 
can work out their obligations is by ship- 
ping us real wealth (imports), 

Even without shortsighted opposition, 
which must be anticipated, the purposeful 
development of imports will not be easy; 
we have so much of so many things, The 
trick will be, to fit the imports into our na- 
tional economy, which means importing the 
things of which we have little (luxuries es- 
pecially) and exporting the things of which 
we have more than enough, 

Balancing imports with exports will not 
aggravate our problems of surplus; prob- 
lems which will remain to be solved by in- 
creasing exports and by raising the national 
siandards of living. 


For Reversal of Policy 


All this comment has been an over-sim- 


‘plification, in that it omits “invisible” ex- 


ports and imports.(foreign travel, interna- 
tional services of transportation, insurance, 
etc.), but nothing that alters the fundamen- 
tal question has been omitted. 

The inescapable conclusion is that the 
United States will have to reverse its en- 
tire foreign trade policy and stress imports 
in order to develop exports. And perhaps 
worst of all, the political obstacles to de- 
velopment of import trade may be even more 
difficult than were the economic obstacles 
to development of exports in the past,

Enlightened Book on Prejudice 
And the Means of Uprooting It 


“Probing Our Prejudices,” by Hortense Powdermaker, 

(Harper & Brothers, New York.) 

To render snap judgments is much easier 
than to weigh facts and to see the various 
sides of a question. Serious attempts have 
been made in recent years to restore reason 
to its rightful place as the guide to human 
thought and conduct. This book, by an 
assistant professor of anthropology at 
Queens College, New York City, is one such 
attempt, an attack upon biased thinking 
along racial and national lines. 

Here is a practical approach toward 
overcoming intolerance and discrimination 
by the educational process. The author 
helps the reader to become aware of his 
own prejudices, to understand their whence 
and whither, to undertake specific activi- 
ties to reduce them, 

> 


Although primarily .designed for high 
school students, the book carries ‘sufficient 
interest and challenge for general adult 
readers. It is the second in the series of 
manuals on “Problems of Race and Culture 
in American Education,” issued by the 
Bureau of Intercultural Education, New 
York City, and has been approved by lead- 
ing educational authorities representing the 
major faiths and the Negro race. 

Prejudice, says Dr. Powdermaker, signi- 
fies jumping to conclusions before facts 
are considered. The new-born child has no 
prejudices; he assimilates them through 
the imitative instinct as he grows older. 
These become aggravated through envi- 
ronmental influences, fear and insecurity. 

Each person must be judged on his own 
merits or defects. No religion, race or 
nationality should be blamed as a whole 
for the missteps of individuals. Genérali- 
zations cannot be formed on the basis of 
a single or few instances. Conversely, in- 
dividuals do not necessarily conform to 
“racial” stereotypes, 

* . 

Anthropology recognizes that all races 
and nationalities have made significant 
contributions to civilization. There is no 
evidence that cultural differences imply 
the superiority or inferiority of any people. 

All these facts have long been known to 
scientists. It is now time—and Dr. Pow- 
dermaker’s. book makes it possible —to 
bring this information to the high school 
pupil. If prejudice is environmental, it 
can be changed and possibly eradicated 
by educational means, aided necessarily by 
introduction of wide? security. 

The writer’s approach is sober, scientific, 
logical. She may not have said the last 
word on the non-educational methods of 
attacking virulent bias, but she has decid- 
edly laid the groundwork of an effective 
method to catch prejudice at its tenderest.

A Political Bequest to America 

Wendell Willkie was thrust aside by his 
party’s leadership, and his untimely death 
deprived the nation at large of his enlight- 
ened counsels. Nevertheless, the influence 
of this sturdy political figure will long sur- 
vive, particularly since his last writings 
have been collected in a small book, “An 
American Program” (Simon & Schuster). 
This includes Mr, Willkie’s seven provoca- 
tive newspaper articles of last summer on 
vital issues, his Collier’s articles on the 
Negro question and on “Cowardice at Chi- 
cago” (indicting both parties) and his draft 
of a proposed platform that proved to be 
too plain-spoken for either party to adopt.

Zino Francescatti, the French 
violinist, gave a recital in Kiel 
Auditorium last night under the 
auspices of the Civic Music 
League. It was his second ap- 
pearance in St. Louis but it was 
his first contact with a large and 
representative section of the con- 
cert-going public. As the impres- 
sion he made was overwhelmingly 
favorable, it probably will not be 
his last. 

Other violinists have played 
more sensationally but not many 
have dealt with all the musical 
values in their programs with 
Such completeness and such con- 
viction, Every number was 
treated with fastidious devotion 
and even the most unwary mem- 
ber of his audience must have 
been conscious of the fact that in 
each case, he was guided by a 
ruling conception of the music. 

The program, while not severe, 
was in striking contrast to those 
of many who have preceded him 
in this series. The sugar plums 
which usually constitute the main 
fare were confined to a single 
group, while the rest of the pro- 
gram was given over to sonatas 
by Bach, Brahms and Debussy 
and the Chaconne for violin alone 
from Bach's D-Minor Partita. This 
obviously called for searching mu- 
siclanship as well as for technical 
mastery. 

The Brahms D, Minor sonata for 
violin and piano proved to be the 
climax of the evening, both be- 
cause of its position on the pro- 
gram and by reason of its musical 
weight and romantic appeal, Mr. 
Francescatti and his talented ac- 
companist Emanuel Bay treated 
this composition as lyric poetry, 
with each movement differentiat- 
ed in mood but related in spirit to 
the whole.

His gun camera recorded the 
event, which Army intelligence 
believes marked the fatal injury 
of the celebrated “Desert Fox.” 
The date was July 24 and the 
German radio later admitted “high 
ranking German officers were in- 
jured today when a staff car was 
strafed by enemy fighter planes.” 
Allied intelligence had definitely 
placed Rommel in the vicinity. 
The Nazis admitted his death sev- 
eral weeks later. 

Fuel Tank Exploded, 

After his fire riddled the car, 
Miller said, “the fuel tank explod- 
ed and burst into flames.” 

“It left a trail of blazing gaso- 
line for about 200 yards and then 
swerved into a ditch.

HERE is a touch of the dra- 

matic in a beautiful salad bowl, 

especially when’ the salad is 
tossed and served  intosindividual 
bowls right at the table. When 
we offer food that excites interest, 
we are on our way to becoming a 
successful hostess and cook. For 
success in.a salad, half the battle 
is won when the salad material is 
selected and carefully stored, Re- 
member that a salad is no better 
than each stalk and leaf that goes 
into it. When you bring the fresh, 
crisp greens from the store, trim 
off any damaged leaves, and ends 
of stalks. Wash very clean in cold 
water, handling gently, and shake 
off all excess water. Place in 
hydrator or damp cloth to crisp. 
Wash tomatoes, radishes, etc., and 
leave whole in hydrator, until 
ready to use. As often as possible 
buy salad vegetables the same day 
they are to be used. If bought 
the day before, do not wash 
greens, celery, etc., until four or 
five hours before serving, or they 
may develop rust spots. If the 
dressing, vegetables and bowl are 
all chilled before mixing the salad, 
it will not need to be chilled 
again, but should be _ served 
promptly. 

Chef's Salad Bowl, 

One small head lettuce; two to- 
matoes, peeled and cut in wedges; 
few sprigs parsley, shredded; one 
bunch radishes, sliced; one cucum- 
ber, sliced: four ounces canned 
pork shoulder; one-half cup 
French dressing. 

Tear the lettuce Into. serving- 
size pieces. Arrange the chilled 
salad ingredients in ae chilled 
bowl, in layers, and drizzle dress- 
ing over each layer. This will 
eliminate much of the _ tossing 
needed to coat with dressing and 
the vegetables will not be crushed. 
Reserve a few pieces of each veg- 
etable for garnishing the top lay- 
er. Slice the canned pork shoul- 
der in thin strips, Julienne style, 
and arrange attractively over the 
top. Serve immediately on salad 
plates or from salad bow] at table. 

Note: Any kind of raw vegeta- 
ble may be used in this type of 
salad. Thinly sliced carrot, diced 
celery, siiced green onions, or 
Onion rings, raw cauliflower or 
any other vegetable your family 
enjoys eating raw may be added 
to or substituted for the ingredi- 
ents listed here. 


BREAKFAST—Serve grapefruit 
halves, poached eggs on whole 
wheat toast, pan-fried bacon and 
extra slices of toast and jam for 
the morning meal. 


LUNCHEON—The salad bow] we 
have suggested is a complete-meal 
salad. It needs only crisp rolls 
or crusty French bread, and a 
vanilla pudding to complete the 
luncheon meal. For an extra treat, 
serve vanilla, butterscotch or choc- 
olate pudding while still warm 
with a scoop of ice cream in the 
center; tastes like the most de- 
licious hot fudge or hot butter- 
scotch sundae, 

DINNER — Braised veal steaks, 
creamed parsley potatoes, buttered 
broccoli, sliced apple and grape 
salad, bread and prune . drop 
cookies. 

Prune Drop Cookies. 

Honey has the peculiar charac- 
teristic of attracting moisture, so 
cakes or cookies made with honey 
tend to become more moist as 
they stand, instead of drying out. 
The flavor of honey also goes ex- 
ceptionally well with the prunes 
in these cookies. Sift together 
2% cups sifted flour, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
cinnamon and resift twice. Cream 
one-third cup shortening and one- 
third cup sugar and add two-thirds 
cup honey. Beat until light and 
fluffy. Add one beaten egg an 
one-half teaspoon grated orange 
rind. Add the dry ingredients 
alternately with one-fourth cup 
milk. Fold in one cup chopped 
cooked prunes. Drop by teaspoon- 
fuls on well-greased cookie sheet 
and bake 15 to 20 minutes at 375 
degrees. Yield, 2% dozen, 

Serve milk to drink in addition 
to the menus, 3% cups for each 
child and two cups for each adult,

Stomach — 
Often Hard

HE world can be divided in a 
T number of different ways, such 

as male and female, or those 
who have card sense and those 
who do not have card sense, and 
one division is those who have 
strong stomachs and those who 


have weak stomachs. 
The weak stomachs are as sen- 


sitive as a debutante at her first 


party: anything upsets them — 
strange food, bad news, the slight- 
est inflammation—everything goes 
to the stomach. They have discom- 
fortinthat region, they care noth- 
ing about food, they have no appe- 
tite, they look at their tongu@s in 
the mirror. 

The ones with strong stomachs, 
on the other hand, can digest any- 
thing; they really carry it to ex- 
cess, because not infrequently we 
find at autopsy some fellow who 
has carried a deep, large ulcer in 
his stomach for years and never 
said a word about it.

IT USED TO BE the fashion to 
say of the weak-stomach group 
that they had gastritis, which 
means inflammation of the stom- 
ach wall. Then for various rea- 
sons the term went out of fash- 
ion. Principally because after 
death the stomach rapidly begins 
to digest itself and at autopsy 
people who had that diagnosis 
pinned on them were not found to 
have any inflammatory changes in 
the stomach that could be demon- 
strated or geen with the micro- 
scope. 

But within the last few years an 
instrument called the gastroscope 
has been invented, which is a very 
ingenious little gadget that has an 
electric light on the end of it, can 
be swallowed without too much 
trouble and through an arrange- 
ment of mirrors the inside of thé 
stomach can be inspected. Now in 
living stomachs in many instances 
of indigestion a gastritis can be 
seen, so the term has come back 
into use. 

It is not a serious disease, but it 
might as well be, because it makes 
its owners very uncomfortable, 
They have discomfort after meals, 
sometimes even bleed from. the 
stomach wall; they have gas and 
bloating and a sense of fullness 
through the entire bowel. 

In searching for the causes of 
the condition, the first thought 
would be alcohol, but careful in- 
vestigation seldom shows this to 
be the case, Dr. Seymour Gray was 
gastroscopic examiner of 100 alco- 
holic addicts and found a perfectly 
normal-appearing stomach in over 
half of them and in most of the 
rest the changes were surprisingly 
mild. Tobacco, however, is more 
likely to injure the stomach mu- 
cosa, especially in the form of 
chewing tobacco. Food, or food 
habits, did not seem to play anim- 
portant role. The cause of most of 
the cases remained undetected. It 
seems that there are people who 
are just fated to have poor stom- 
achs, 


* * 

THE TREATMENT is quite sat- 
isfactory if you can keep the per- 
son with the gastritis in a cheerful 
frame of mind. This is, of course, 
easier said than done. By all 
means, steer him away from sur- 
geons; from the boy. who is over 
eager to show his skill with the 
knife. Diet is important more on 
the grounds of how often rather 
than what they eat. Big meals 
distend them and make them 
gassy and uncomfortable, so four 
or five small meals a day are bet- 
ter than three big ones. The nu- 
trition is important and vitamin 
rich foods should be selected, and 
also such blood-building foods as 
liver and iron-containing foods — 
such as eggs. Some doctors have 
had success with very large doses 
of vitamin A. 

Drugs do not play much of a 
part in the treatment, If there is 
spasm, a little belladonna now and 
then affords relief and depending 
on whether the condition is accom- 
panied by an increase or a de- 
crease in the secretions of the 
stomach, substitute gastric juice in 
the form of hydrochloric acid and 
pepsin, or antiacids in the form of 
soda bicarbonate are given, 

The principal thing is to im- 
press on the patient that he will 
get well if he takes a philosophic 
attitude,

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He Has a Lot of Notches in His Gun 


To Diagnose L+. Richard Pfuhl, Marine Hero, Returns 
After Two Years in the South Pacific 


By George H. Hall 


HEN Lt. Richard M. Pfuhl, 
W former St. Louis University 

halfback, who has become 
something of a legend as a Jap 
demolisher, returned to St. Louis 
the other day on leave after two 
and a half years in the South Pa- 
cific, it was the first time his 
mother had seen him in a Marine 
Corps uniform. She thought he 
looked wonderful, which he did. 
He is more than six feet tall and 
weighs 222 pounds, twice the bulk 
of some of the enemy soldiers. 
“There were only a few huge ones,” 
he said. “One I saw lugging a 
mortar would have made a full- 
back on any man’s team, but most 
were little. I ran across only one 
propaganda Jap, fellow with buck 
teeth and glasses. We shot him.” 


Lt. Pfuhl brought back his serv- 
ice revolver with 18 notches cut 
in the handle, and a°bundle of 
souvenirs of uncounted fights as 
leader of a rifle platoon which 
usually turned up in the first 
assault wave. The souvenirs were 
duly placed on display at the 
home of his mother, Mrs. Flora 
Pfuhl, 1408 Rankin drive, Rich- 
mond Heights, beside a filing case 
containing about 200 of his letters 
to her. Lt. Pfuhl lost no time in 
getting out of uniform and lounged 
in an old blue and white varsity 
sweater recalling his adventures 
for the people who kept coming to 
the house. 


An incident that occurred on 
Engebi Island, the enemy’s main 
base in Eniwetok atoll, stands out 
above the others, he said. 


His platoon, consisting of 42 
men who usually rode in three 
amphibious tractors, or amtracs, 
managed to advance 1500 yards 
from the beach’ in an hour and 21 
minutes. When they dug in for 
the night the Japanese, as far as 
they knew, were all around them. 
There were four men in one fox- 
hole, an Italian boy from Shenan- 
doah, Pa., named Anthony P. Da- 
mato, a Browning automatic rifle- 
man, a machine gunner and his 
helper. The Japanese had been 
throwing grenades all night. One, 
particularly well aimed, arched 
through the air, trailing sparks, 
from a spot about 100 feet away. 
It bounced into the foxhole. 


Cpl. Damato watched the sparks 
a moment and said: “Well, here 
goes.” He belly-flopped on the 
grenade,

A published report says that Lt. 
Pfuhl left his foxhole a few yards 
from Damato and in some man- 
ner found the Japanese grenadier 
in the darkness and literally 
wrung his neck. He didn’t want 
to discuss this phase except to say 
that he did not kill the Japanese 
by strangling him. 

“Of course, I had no business 
getting out of my foxhole,” he 
said. “It was a miracle I wasn’t 
shot. I had given orders to my 
men to fire at anything that 
moved and the next morning I 
told the lads they'd better not try 
to follow my example. The iron- 
ical twist is that of the three men 
Damato saved, two were killed on 
Guam and the third was wounded 
badly. Damato previously had 
asked that I bring home his watch 
and ring. I understand he’s in 
line for the Congressional Medal 
of Honor, 


“Guam, by the way, was the 
roughest thing I ever want to see. 
The Japs were firing everything 
they had. Our amtrac hit a reef 
about 300 yards out, and we kept 
running into snags and coral and 
expecting to get blown to hell any 
minute by a mine. Several am- 
tracs were heading for a little 
cove and a few yards from the 
beach I looked over to my right 
and saw a concrete gun emplace- 
ment about 50 feet away on a spit 
of land. The Japs were pumping 
away in it with a 77-mm. gun and 
two fast Nambu machine guns. 
There was a ‘whoom’ off our bow 
and the water rose up, and then a 
‘whoom’ off the stern. We weren't 
hit, but the amtrac was tossed 
around like a cork. ‘It’s about 
time we got out of this chariot, 
lads,’ I said, and we waded the 
rest of the way.

He was a big beast 
of a guy. While we were landing 
the gunner on his amtrac got 
knocked off and the Major went 
forward and_ started plugging 
away with the machinegun at the 
seventy-seven. He was blown to 
pieces, apparently by a direct hit. 

“When we got to the beach I 
threw a couple of grenades at 
the seventy-seven and a bazooka 
man fired eight rounds and hit 
with three. The gun, which com- 
manded the entire cove, was si- 
lenced for a few minutes but it 
started up again. We kept mov- 
ing and I don’t know who finally 
knocked it out. 

“We were in the front lines for 
10*straight days on Guam. To 
show you how it was defended, 
there were 41 Jap pillboxes at one 
road junction. We were the first 
to reach the old Marine barracks. 
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We went through it like we were - 


crossing a pag line, 
oy 

Oar: day on patrol on the 

Orote peninsula we were 

moving along a gulch and 
we heard some suspicious noises 
ahead. There was a cave there, 
with an opening about six feet 
square.’ We could hear Japs talk- 
ing inside, They are great cave 
dwellers. I told the Seregant to 
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make up a demolition charge, and 
threw it left-handed into the cave. 
It was about as much as 10 or 15 
pounds of TNT. There was a 
terrific explosion, then groans. 
We sent back for a flame thrower 
and later counted 12 bodies. An- 
other Jap turned up nearby and 
we shot him. We got a good many 
Japs on bicycles, They’re great 
little jokers for riding bikes. One 
was a paymaster with a sack full 
of paper money. 


“T think the worst scare I got 
was off Saipan. A Jap plane bore 
down from off the fantail of our 
LST, dumped a bomb premature- 
ly and came on to strafe us. I 
dived head first down a hatch- 
way. So happened another 200- 
pounder, Lt. John V. Robinson, 
who used to play quarterback for 
Kentucky University, had the same 
idea. There we were, half in and 
half out, and stuck. Fortunately, 
one of our gunners smashed the 
Japs propellor in the nick of 
time. After that it was funny. 

“T got a kick out of another in-

HE squeeze executed in to- 
T day’s deal is of the type that 

experts call “automatic,” which 
means that no special prepara- 
tions are required—merely the 
ability to recognize that the con- 
ditions are exactly right. 


South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 
South West 
1 diamond 1 spade 
Sdiamonds Pass 
5 spades Pass 6 clubs Pass 
JT diamonds Pass Pass Pass 

West opened the spade king, 
and declarer saw that only 12 top 
tricks were readily available — 
one of the defenders had to have 
the club suit stopped. Declarer 
was not unduly disturbed by this; 
he also saw that if the opponent's 
bidding had been fairly honest, 
West would have to guard the 
spade suit and East the heart 
suit, so neither could hold on to 
that club stopper. 


That was just how the play 
worked out. Declarer took the 
first trick with the spade ace, ran 
off six of his seven trumps, 
cashed the heart ace, then led a 
club to the king and laid down 
the last trump. As it happened 
it was West who had started with 
the four clubs, and now he had 
the choice of discarding his club 
stopper or letting go the spade 
queen. In the latter event de- 
clarer simply would have dis- 
carded a club from dummy and 
cashed the spade jack for the final 
trick. The squeeze would also 
have worked if East had had the 
club stopper, because he could 
not. have guarded | the hearts.
